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The Honorable J. W. GRANT MacEWAN, OC, LL.D., MS 



John Walter Grant MacEwan was born in 1902 from pioneer 
parents who farmed north of Brandon, Manitoba, and later at 
Melfort, Saskatchewan. From the home farm in the West, he 
attended the Ontario Agricultural College, graduating in 
1926. Later, he did post graduate work in agricultural science 
at Iowa State University. Degrees: B.S.A. (Toronto) and M.S. 
(Iowa State). 

For some years following, Grant MacEwan held senior 
positions with the University of Saskatchewan and University 
of Manitoba. Before taking the post of Dean of Agriculture at 
Manitoba, he was Professor of Animal Husbandry and Farm 
Superintendent at Saskatchewan. Through the years he 
became widely known across Western Canada for public 
service, especially in judging livestock, writing, radio, lectur¬ 
ing and the conduct of fairs and exhibitions. 

Married to Phyllis Cline of Churchbridge, Saskatchewan, 
they have one daughter, Heather, now Mrs. Maxwell Foran of 
Priddis. 


Grant MacEwan served on the City Council in Calgary from

1953 until 1958 and in the Alberta Legislature from 1955 to 
1959. In the latter year he was returned as an Alderman in the 
City of Calgary. Named Mayor to complete the term of a 
former Mayor in June 1963, he was elected to the same office 
in October 1963. Through the years he has maintained an 
unbroken association with agriculture. 

As an author, Grant MacEwan has been a regular contributor 
to various farm magazines and newspapers including the 
Calgary Herald. Moreover, he has seen over 18 books 
published, and of these, four were technical-Canadian Ani¬ 
mal Husbandry; General Agriculture; Breeds of Livestock in 
Canada and Feeding of Farm Animals — and the remainder 
have had to do with the history and development of Western 
Canada. His numerous books include Between The Red and 
The Rockies, The Sodbusters, Agriculture on Parade, 
Eyeopener Bob, Fifty Mighty Men, Calgary Cavalcade, John 
Ware’s Cow Country, Blazing The Old Cattle Trails, Hoof- 
prints and Hitchingposts, Entrusted To My Care, Poking Into 
Politics, West To The Sea, Tatanga Mani, Harvest of Bread 
and And Mighty Women Too. 

On January 6, 1966 he was appointed Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Province of Alberta and served until June 1974. 

He received Degrees of Doctor of Laws Honoris Causa from 
the University of Alberta in 1966; University of Calgary in 
1967; LL.D., Brandon University in 1968; University of Guelph 
in 1969 and University of Saskatchewan in 1971. 


In October 1977 he was the first recepient of the Province of 
Alberta’s “Premier’s Award of Excellence’’.
